1. INDOCHINA 

SVN'S TOP LABOR LEADER JOINS IN CRITICISM OF GOVT (WP). 
MARKHAM (NYT; ABRIDGED IN PHINQ) FROM SAIGON REPORTS 
TRAN QUOC BUU, HEAD OF LARGEST VIET LABOR ORGANIZATION, 
CONFEDERATION OF VIETNAMESE TRADE UNIONS, SHIFTED AWAY 
FROM USUAL PRO-GVN POSITION AND ISSUED APPEAL FOR END TO 
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CORRUPTION, IMPLEMENTATION OF C-F, AND ESTABLISHMENT 
OF DEMOCRATIC LIBERTIES, AT ORGANIZATION'S 25TH ANNIVERSARY 
MEETING TUESDAY. UNION PUTS ITS MEMBERSHIP AT 300,000, 

AND HAS CLOSE TIES TO US LABOR MOVEMENT. BUU CRITICIZED 
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BOTH NORTH AND SOUTH FOR PREVENTING RETURN OF PEACE, 

BUT RESERVED MOST POINTED REMARKS FOR THIEU. 

MARKHAM SEES BUU'S NEAR-DEFECTION FROM GVN CAMP AS FURTHER 
EROSION OF THIEU'S POPULAR SUPPORT. LISTS OTHER GROUPS 
ATTACKING GVN, RECOUNTS THIEU'S "PIECEMEAL" RESPONSE 
TO CRITICISM THAT SO FAR INCLUDES NHA'S RESIGNATION, 

SACKING ALMOST 400 FIELD-GRADE OFFICERS, AND PROMISING 
FURTHER REFORMS. NOTES SAIGON POLICE REMAIN ON ALERT 
AND RETAIN CORDONS AROUND NGO BA THANH HOUSE AND PAGODA 
HOUSING MILITANT NUNS, THOUGH FOUR NUNS SLIPPED OUT AND 
STAGED PROTEST ON BIEN HOA HWAY THAT DIVERTED TRAFFIC. 

STATES THAT EXTRA POLICE BROUGHT IN FOR 10/31 BEGINNING 
OF TRIAL OF NEWSPAPERS THAT PUBLISHED "INDICTMENT" OF 
THIEU. HEARS THAT GVN MAKING BEHIND-THE-SCENES EFFORTS 
TO POSTPONE TRIAL FOR MONTH, AND THAT TEAM OF VOLUNTEER 
LAWYERS HAS VOWED TO TURN TRIAL INTO "YET ANOTHER 
INDICTMENT OF THE REGIME." 

OPPOSITION LEGISLATORS LINK RESPECTED VP TRAN VAN HUONG 
TO THIEU IN ANTI-CORRUPTION CAMPAIGN FOR FIRST TIME. SAYS 
HOUNG HAD ORDERED INVESTIGATOR TO RESIGN RATHER THAN 
PURSUE EVIDENCE OF CORRUPTION IN THIEU’S HOME PROVINCE (WP). 

WP'S MCCOMBS IN SAIGON REPORTS THOUSAND US AIRCRAFT 
MECHANICS LAID OFF BECAUSE OF ECONOMY MOVE ARE LEAVING 
"TAX-FREE WORLD OF GOOD SALARIES, CHEAP BOOZE AND VIETNA- 
MESE GIRLFRIENDS" WITH BITTERNESS AND REGRET. SEES THEM AS 
REMNANT OF DAYS WHEN THOUSANDS OF GIS SWARMED CITIES, 

AND BELIEVES THEY WILL BE MISSED BY BAR-GIRLS. BEYOND 
IMPACT OF "FADING SUB-CULTURE” IS QUESTION OF WHAT WILL 
HAPPEN TO VNAF, SINCE ONLY 506 US AIRCRAFT MECHANICS AND 
943 OTHER US CONTRACTORS LEFT. QUOTES MEN THAT VIETS 
NOT UP TO MAINTAINING PLANES. SAYS US EMBASSY DEPLORES 
ECONOMY MOVE, BUT SEES NO IMMEDIATE EFFECT ON VNAF. 
RECOUNTS CONVERSATIONS WITH DEPARTEES WHO SAY VIETS 
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LACK BACKGROUND, THAT THEY DON'T CARE, STEAL PARTS 
AND FUEL, THAT GROUNDED PLANES NOT STORED CORRECTLY, 

AND THAT FUEL AND AMMO SHORTAGES HAVE REDUCED COMBAT 
SUPPORT MISSIONS TO BARE MINIMUM, WITH ONLY DANANG 
AIRFIELD ACTIVE RECENTLY. ONE MAN THINKS VIETS WILL 
GO ON AND HANDLE THINGS IN THEIR OWN WAY. SMALL GROUP 
EXPRESSED ANGER AT CONGRESSIONAL CUTS. ALL CONDEMNED 
THIEU FOR FAILURE TO HALT ECON DECLINE OR TO DEFEAT 
COMMUNISTS. AND WERE NOT HAPPY ABOUT RETURNING TO USA 
SINCE "REASON WE CAME OVER HERE WAS TO GET AWAY." 

FOUR WOMEN AND SIX MEN OCCUPIED GKR MISSION TO UN FOR 
SHORT TIME TUESDAY UNTIL REMOVED BY POLICE. ALL APPARENTLY 
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AMCITS, DEMANDED RETURN TO POWER BY SIHANOUK (NYDN; 

ANABLE, CSM). UN SCHEDULED TO DEBATE CAMBODIAN REPRESEN- 
TATION NEXT MONTH, AND IT REMAINS "TOUCH AND GO" WHETHER 
GKR WILL BE ABLE TO RETAIN UN CREDENTIALS (CSM). 

GLOBE CARRIES AP PHOTO OF YOUNG KHMER GIRL WHO ACCOMPANIES 
SOLDIER FATHER TO MARSHALLING POINT IN SIEM REAP PROVINCE, 
AND "TAKES CHARGE” OF FAMILY ROOSTER, TWO CATS AND 
DADDY'S RIFLE. 

UPI (PP) REPORTS KHMER REBELS HAVE CANCELED "ARRANGEMENT" 

BY WHICH THEY TACITLY ALLOWED FRENCH PRODUCED RUBBER 

TO PASS THROUGH THEIR AREAS TO CAPITAL FOR SHIPMENT 
ABROAD. IN PAST COMMUNISTS COLLECTED TAX, BUT NOW SHIP 
RUBBER OUT THROUGH NVN. ACTION DEALS GKR HEAVY FINANCIAL 
BLOW, SINCE RUBBER FETCHED BETWEEN 10-15 MILLION DOLS 
PER YEAR. "ARRANGEMENT" EVOLVED LAST YEAR AS MATTER OF 
ECON NECESSITY FOR GKR, COMMUNISTS, AND FRENCH WHO OWN 
HUGE RUBBER PLANTATIONS (BALTO N-A 10/29). 

2. KOREA 

NYT (SEOUL) DISPATCH CITES KIM YOUNG SAM AS EXPRESSING 
CONCERN MONDAY OVER WHAT HE SEES AS POSSIBILITY THAT 
FORD SK VISIT MAY HAVE SOME UNFAVORABLE RESULTS. 

IMPLYING THAT HE IS AFRAID VISIT MAY GIVE IMPRESSION 
US ENDORSES REPRESSIVE ROKG, KIM SAID: "THIS VISIT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SHOULD NOT RESULT IN ACCELERATION OF SUPPRESSION OF 
CIVIL RIGHTS" BY PARK REGIME. HOWEVER, KIM DID NOT 
SAY HE OPPOSES FORD VISIT. 

TUESDAY, NDP CENTRAL COMMITTEE ISSUED STATEMENT DEMANDING

TENURE TO TWO FOUR- YEAR TERMS, THAT JAILED STUDENTS AND

3. CHINA 

DOS ANNOUNCED TUESDAY THAT 13 TONS OF ART ANTIQUITIES FROM 

PRC WILL HAVE US SHOWING FOR SIX MONTHS, STARTING 

DEC 13. EXHIBITION WILL BE AT NATIONAL GALLERY OF 

ART TO MARCH 30, THEN MOVED TO KANSAS CITY (AP SUN; NYT 

GIVES LARGER BILLING TO CHINESE ART SHOW). 
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CHINA HAS MADE SPECIAL ARRANGEMENTS TO ALLOW PASSENGERS 
ON ROUND-THE-WORLD TOUR ABOARD QUEEN ELIZABETH 2 TO 
VISIT COUNTRY NEXT SPRING, LINER'S OWNERS ANNOUNCE IN 
LONDON (CSM). LINER WILL STOP AT CANTON FOR THREE DAYS; 
SPECIAL TOURS ARRANGED FOR PASSENGERS INCLUDE TRIP TO 
CANTON ZOO AND VISIT TO COMMUNE. 

PHINQ'S JIM MANN DOES FEATURE ON IMPRESSIONS OF 21- 
MEMBER GROUP OF PHILADELPHIA'S COUNCIL FOR INTERNATIONAL 
VISITORS WHICH SPENT THREE WEEKS IN PRC. GROUP - MOSTLY 
MIDDLE-CLASS PROFESSIONAL PEOPLE AND THEIR SPOUSES - 

WAS TAKEN THROUGH DAY-CARE CENTERS, SCHOOLS, FACTORIES, 
UNIVERSITIES, AND VARIOUS OTHER CHINESE INSTITUTIONS. 
REACTIONS AND IMPRESSIONS VARIED WIDELY. THERE WAS 
RHAPSODY - PARTICULARLY FOR CHINESE CHILDREN. ONE 
PSYCHIATRIST AMONG GROUP EXPRESSED SOME SKEPTICISM OVER 
CHINESE CLAIMS THAT THEY HAVE COMPLETELY ELIMINATED 
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CERTAIN SOCIAL AND MEDICAL PROBLEMS.

4. JAPAN 

PRES FORD SAYS NO DEVELOPMENTS IN JAPAN HAVE CHANGED 
HIS MIND, AND HE INTENDS MAKING VISIT NEXT MONTH 
AS PLANNED FOR SOME TIME (REUTER OCT 29). 

TOYOTA MOTORS ANNOUNCES AVERAGE 12 PERCENT INCREASE 
IN RETAIL PRICES OF 1975 SMALL MODEL CARS AND TRUCKS 
IN US, EFFECTIVE NEXT MONTH. INCREASE ATTRIBUTED TO 
COST OF PARTS AND LABOR FOR INSTALLATION OF EMISSION 
CONTROL DEVICES (REUTER OCT 29). 

FINANCE MINISTRY ANNOUNCES THAT RECYCLING OF OIL DOLLARS 
HELPED JAPAN ACHIEVE IN SEPT ITS FIRST BOP SURPLUS 
IN 19 MONTHS. SURPLUS OF 128 MILLION DOLLARS ALSO 
ATTRIBUTED TO DECLINE IN CRUDE OIL IMPORTS AND INDUSTRIAL 
RAW MATERIALS (REUTER, NYT). 

WELS (JOC) REPORTS THAT MAJOR DEFICIT COUNTRIES IN EUROPE 
WON'T TOLERATE JAPAN'S CURRENT ACCOUNT BOP SURPLUS, 
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WHICH PREDICTED BY JAPANESE ECONOMISTS IN NIKKO RESEARCH 
CENTER SEMINAR TUESDAY. BRITISH AND FRENCH MEMBERS OF

WILLIAMSEN (JOC - OCT 29) NOTES GROWTH IN JAPAN'S TRADE 
WITH COMMUNIST NATIONS UP 2.5 TIMES DURING 1969-74 
PERIOD. EXPORTS TO EAST EUROPE AND IMPORTS FROM CHINA 
ROSE FOUR-FOLD IN THIS PERIOD, COMPARED TO 20 PERCENT 
AVERAGE ANNUAL INCREASE IN TRADE WITH NON-COMMUNIST 
NATIONS. VALUE OF JAPAN'S EXPORTS TO COMMUNIST NATIONS 
IN 1973 WAS 1.9 BILLION DOLLARS, AND IMPORTS 2.2 BILLION, 
ACCOUNTING FOR 5.3 AND 6.0 PERCENT OF JAPAN'S TRADE 
OVERALL. 

TOYOTA CLAIMS JAPAN'S AUTO SALES WILL REACH 6.3 MILLION 
UNITS THIS YEAR, DOMESTIC AND EXPORT, MATCHING 1972 
FIGURES, BUT 10 PERCENT BELOW LAST YEAR (JOC).

7. AUSTRALIA 

MP PROPOSES TO PARLIAMENT THAT GOA USE ANTARCTICA AS

8. CHINA 

WP'S JACK ANDERSON REPORTS THAT IN SOON-TO-BE-PUBLISHED 
WASHINGTON MONTHLY ARTICLE, JOHN MARKS, CO-AUTHOR OF 
"THE CIA AND THE CULT OF INTELLIGENCE" AND AN ASSOCIATE 
OF CENTER FOR NATIONAL SECURITY STUDIES, REVEALS THAT 
CIA QUIETLY PLACED AN OPERATIVE, JAMES R. LILLEY, IN 
USLO. SAYS LILLEY IS "POLITICAL OFFICER" WHO SERVED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN CAMBODIA, THAILAND AND LAOS. 

9. DIEGO GARCIA 
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RUSSELL BRINES (CSM) REVIEWS GEOPOLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS 
UNDERLYING US QUEST FOR BASE IN INDIAN OCEAN, AND SAYS 
US PLAN FOR PERMANENT BASE THERE IS AMONG TOPICS HAK 
IS DISCUSSING AS HE SWINGS THROUGH INDIAN SUBCONTINENT. 

NOTES USN HAS SENT TWO CARRIER TASK FORCES INTO OCEAN 
IN LAST THREE YEARS, DRAWING SHARP ATTACKS FROM SEA- 
BORDERING NATIONS - WHICH CLAIM THEY WANT NEUTRALIZED 
OCEAN BUT HAVE FAILED TO CRITICIZE SOVIET BUILDUP. 

ATTRIBUTES DISBALANCE OF CRITICISM PARTIALLY TO LEFTIST 
CONTROL OVER COMMUNICATIONS MEDIA AND PARTLY TO CUSTOMARY 
ASIAN KNEE-JERK REACTION AGAINST FLAMBOYANCE OF US 
INITIATIVES. MAINTAINS THAT, IN TRUTH, ASIAN LEADERS, 

INCLUDING CHINESE AND PROBABLY INCLUDING INDIANS, WANT 
CONTINUED US PRESENCE IN AREA TO COUNTERBALANCE SOVIET, 
PROVIDED IT IS UNOBTRUSIVE. THINKS DIEGO GARCIA WAS 

CHOSEN AS BASE PARTLY BECAUSE IT FULFILLS THIS QUALIFICA- 
TION, AND THERE IS SOME INDICATION USN IS PREPARED 
IN OTHER WAYS TO CONFORM TO ASIAN FACE-SAVING REQUIREMENTS, 
AS HAVE SOVIETS. MOSCOW WOULD ACCEPT SLOW, QUIET 
BUILDUP OF US POWER WITHOUT RESPONSE. 

TAKES VIEW THAT IF CONGRESS GETS EXCITED AND DISCUSSES 
ISSUE WITH ITS CUSTOMARY UNCONCERN FOR FOREIGN REACTION, 
REPERCUSSIONS COULD BE SIGNIFICANT. USSR COULD BE GOADED 
INTO VISIBLE, DRAMATIC RESPONSE; ASIAN LEADERS COULD BE 
FORCED INTO LOUD PROTESTS. WORST OF ALL, ANY INDICATION 
US MIGHT ABANDON THIS STRATEGIC AREA COULD SET OFF NEW 
SCRAMBLE FOR SECURITY AGAINST SINO-SOVIET ENCROACHMENT - 
DEEP-SEATED FEAR OF MOST ASIAN LEADERS. INGERSOLL 
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
